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Editorializing . . . 


Because this issue is Vol. I, No. i, 
we'll use this space to tell about The 
Pictorial. It's a biweekly picture 
magazine concerned exclusively with 
what happens in Whittier and in the 
surrounding unincorporated commun- 
ities. It is independent, has no ties 
with any other publication elsewhere, 
and is published by and for the people 
who live here in the Greater Whittier 
area. 

Our experience has been that first 
issue salutatories are boring and pre- 
tentious. Many turn up with brand- 
new, highly polished creeds. We'd 
rather not be too quick with a creed. 
We'd prefer ours to grow from ex- 
perience and observation of the com- 
munity. For now, we're content to 
cite part of the First Amendment to 
the U. S. Constitution: 

“Congress shall make no law . . 
abridging the freedom of speech, or 
of the press .. .” 

Magazines are usually regional or 
national in scope and circulation. On- 
ly infrequently are they entirely local, 
as is The Pictorial. Yet, there is no 
reason why a locality cannot support 
its own magazine as long as the pub- 
lication interests, entertains and stim~- 
ulates its readers. 

We might add that the idea of a 
local magazine is by no means new 
or original. Back in 1824, the Cin- 
cinnati Literary Gazette pointed out: 

This is the Age of Magazines— 

Even skeptics must confess it: 
Where is the town of much renown 

That has not one to bless it? 

A few weeks ago, we produced an 
eight-page sample issue of The Pic- 
torial to show potential advertisers 
what we were talking about. Since 
then, we've found these questions ask- 
ed most often: 

Q. Is the magazine part of a chain 
of similar ones in other cities? A. No, 
The Pictorial is locally owned and 
edited. 

Q. Is this some kind of advertising 
scheme? A. No, it is a local maga- 
zine; however, like most other publi- 
cations, it is supported by the adver- 
tising of local merchants who use it 
to create interest in their merchandise 
and services. 

Q. Who's behind it? A. Co-pub- 
lisher Lee Slinkard is a native of In- 
dianapolis, attended Dartmouth Col- 
lege and the University of Indiana, 
and then spent 13 years with the 
Scripps-Howard newspaper chain. In 
1942 he resigned his post as local ad-

vertising manager of the Indianapolis 
Times to buy the Camas, Wash., 
Post-Record. 

The wet Washington weather 
eventually forced Lee and his family 
to move to California’s more moderate 
climate, but not before he built the 
Post-Record into one of the state’s 
outstanding weeklies. A Whittierite 
of some four years’ standing, he owns 
The. Camera Shop, on West Whittier |! 
Blvd., and Lee's Photo Supply, at 114 | 
East Philadelphia St. 

Co-publisher Charlie Pollak, origin- 
ally from Bronxville, N. Y., and Nan- 
tucket, Mass., is a Harvard College 
araduate and was executive editor of 
the Crimson, university daily. Asa 
United Press foreign correspondent, 
he spent several years in Argentina, 
later covering the United Nations at 
Lake Success for U. P.

In November, after two and a half 
years in Venezuela, he resigned as 
assistant public relations manager of 
the Standard Oil Co. (N. J.) affiliate 
there in order to re-enter the local 
publishing field. During the war, he 
served as an air intelligence officer in 
a B-29 group. He and Mrs. Pollak, 
a wartime Spar ensign, have two 
small daughters.

Here” and George Orwell's 1984" — 
scare the pants off anybody who fears 
dictatorships. School officials, too, 
must jar the complacent with frequent 
warnings about overcrowded facili- 
ties. The accompanying drawings 
and pictures are some of those warn- 
ings, 

If high school II slated for S. Pas- 
sons Blvd. is not ready to open by 
September, 1952, about 3,250 students 
will jam the present high schoo] in 
buildings meant for 2,550. It will be 
no place for anyone fond of elbow- 
room. High school district superin- 
tendent C. H. Wennerberg declares, 
“Such a condition will mean staggered 
hours and double sessions. It will 
mean something akin to El] Monte 
high school where, until recently 
three shifts of students poured in and 
out of the school all day. The place 
looked like a bus station.” 

Let no one believe that double or 
triple sessions permit students to ‘get 
along” adequately. They cannot, 
any more than two or three students 
can get along on a hamburger design- 
ed for one. “If a second high school 
is not constructed, students would at- 
tend classes in shifts, with the adop- 
tion of a minimum four-hour day al- 
most a necessity,’ Wennerberg says. 
“This will definitely lower the quality 
of the educational program.”

Another authority, San Diego edu- 
actor Dr, Richmond Barbour, writes: 
“Some research people have 
been trying to find out just how badly 
our double-session kids are being 
short-changed. And they've found it 
is even worse than we'd previously 
suspected.” He says doubled-up chil- 
dren not only learn less in arts, sci- 
ences and extra-curricular activities, 
but also slump in the three Rs and 
spelling. 

Overcrowding in high school is 
bad, of course, but the short-changed 
students have a tougher break if they 
come to high school from overpacked 
elementary schools. A Whittier high 
school teacher recently warned, 
“Many children come to us who have 
only a fifth or sixth grade standing.” 
Appropriately East Whittier residents 
vote twice tomorrow: on the high

schools act as pressure gauges that 
worried high school atuhorities use to 
anticipate their own predicament sev- 
eral years hence. 

Since unanimity on public issues 
has never been an American trait, 
some slight opposition to high school 
II has been felt. A diehard sector op- 
poses any increase in taxes for any 
purpose whatsoever. A more en- 
lightened group does not oppose a 
second high school but prefers to 
spread the heavy cost over a long 
period. 

These people feel high school II 
plans call for “too much too fast.” 
They want to postpone building an 
audiforium and swimming pool ‘“‘and 
other frills” until labor and materials 
costs come down. “If we don't,’ 
they say, ‘we'll get tax indigestion.” 

They emphasize that any state aid 
received is not free but must be paid 
off over a 30-year span, with any un- 
paid balance after that automatically 
forgiven. 


School authorities reply that tax- 
payers in the western portion of the 
high ‘school district are entitled to all 
the “frills” for their children because 
they helped pay for the complete fa- 
cilities that have existed for some time 
at the present school.

For generations the San Gabriel Riv- 
er and its unruly sister, the Rio Hondo, 
have been unpredictable. To the dis- 
may of dweliers near their virtually 
dry beds all the way from the Monte- 
bello-Whittier area through Rivera, 
Downey, Bellflower and. Long Beach, 
they have occasionally acted like full- 
fledged rivers. At and below Whit- 
tier Narrows, the gap between the Pu- 
ente and La Merced Hills, their raging 
floodwaters have caused much havoc. 

For generations the floods made lit- 
tle difference except to the compar- 
atively few landowners affected. But 
vast residential and industrial com- 
munities have grown up in their path. 
Now, the U. S Army Corps of Engin- 
eers estimates that major torrents 
bursting out of the San Gabriel Moun- 
tains could endanger 150,000 people 
and cost $20,000,000 in property dam- 
age. | 
So, for an eventual outlay of $36,- 
300,000, the Whittier Narrows Dam is 
being constructed to eliminate, for the 
foreseeable future, the possibility of 
any such catastrophe. 

In the schematic drawing at right, 
the dam grea is shown as it is expect- 
ed to appear at completion time in 
January, 1955. Ground-breaking cere- 
monies were held not far to the east 
of where Rosemead Blvd. sweeps over 
the 56-foot wall. Two new bridges 
span the San Gabriel for’ the projected

Beverly Blvd.

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After a couple of months of playing 
publisher, our unqualified advice to 
anyone with a suppressed yearning to 
bring out a new publication is just 
this: don't do it. Take up backgam- 
mon, start chewing tobacco, thrash 
your wife—yes—but stay away from 
publishing.

To those of you who spurn this 
counsel or holler, “We got troubles of 
our own,’ we suggest that if you 
worry over us, you ll probably forget 
your own troubles.
